Nearly a Third of Its Population Got 
Some Benefit in the Past Year.

BOSTON, April 26.—That 
nearly one-third of the entire pop- 
ulation of the State of Massachusetts, 
were beneficiaries of charitable corpora- 
tions is one of the most striking facts 
brought out in the annual report just 
published by the State Board of Charity 
for 1910, 

Of this number 171,672 were aided .free, 
the remaining 742,029 paving in whole or 
part for the service rendered. In addi- 
tion to the individual beneficiaries are 
4,486 families. 

These figures are derived from the re- 
turns of 516 of the 583 such corporations 
in the State. Their total valuation 
reported as $56,370,865, and their disburse- 
ments $7,806,363. Of the Slo nearly half, 
or 245, are located in Boston. The 189 
city and town almshouses had 10,025 in- 
mates during the year. 

The annual cost of all paupers, State 
and town, in Massachusetts has increased 
from $2,338,078 in 1889 to $5,806,188 in 
1908, or from $1.06 to $1.93 per capita. The 
number of vagrants, however, has dimin- 
ished.

Physician, Called at the Last Minute, 
Finds He Has Diphtheria. 


It has learned 
Dawson, 15 old, the son of Mrs.

Duchess of Mariborough’s Death 
Brings the Fortune Into:the 
Courts Once More. 








MANY LAWYERS ENGAGED 





A Dozen or More of the Best Known 
Familles Here Involved 
the Contest.

The sensational controversy over tha 
pecullar will of Louis C. Hamersley, 
which aroused interest in this country 
and Europe more than twenty years ago 
on account of the prominence of the per- 
sons involved, and the fight over thé 
Hamersley-Mason fortune of $7,000,000, 
which has now increased to approximate- 
ly $15,000,000, will presently occupy once 
more the centre of the legal stage in this 
city. 

In answer to the suit brought last Falj 
by the executors of the late Duchess of 
Marlborough, on behalf of her only son; 
William de la Poer Beresford, the 14 
year-old child of the Duchess’s marriage 
to Col. Sir William de la Poer Beresford, 
for an accounting of certain large sums 
which had accrued to the boy’s benefit 
from his mother’s judicious use of the 
Hamersley fortune, the house of Hamers- 
ley, headed by the 16-year-old Louis Gor- 
don Hamersley, together with nearly 100 
members of the house of Mason, inta 
which Hamersley’s father married, will 
Oppose the accounting by appearing as 
defendants in a suit which will test the 
validity of the Hamersley will on entirely 
hew grounds. 

It is expected that a referee will be ap- 
pointed immediately upon the filing of 
the answer of the claimant defendants to 
the complaint of the executors of the 
Duchess of Marlborough’s will. This an- 
Swer, setting forth the grounds upon 
which the claim of the Mason family and 
others is made, has been drawn up and 


iS now ready for presentation to the 
court.

Many Families Involved. 


The claimants represent most of the 
best-known social families in this city, 
including the (luttings, Masons, Posts, 
Iseiins, Wissmans, Carneses, Jameses 
Youngs, Langdons, Blagdons, and Fear- 
ings, The legal array will be the largest 
and strongest ever seen ata single trial. 
In fact, it is said that but one prominent 
law firm in this city has no participation 
in the reopening of the will case. 

An unusual and almost story-book phase 
of the renewed contest is that the central 
figures are two young lads—Httle William 
Beresford, a English bov, born 
late in life to Lily, Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, who began life at Troy, N. Y., as 
Lillian Warren Price, and Louis Gordon 
Hamersley, the bov who was brought up 
with his by a nurse in the Ham- 
ersley mansion at Eightieth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, and about whom so much 
that is true and otherwise has been writ- 
ten. 

Like the two little Princes in the tower, 
up this time life has flowed along 
smoothly for them, neither dreaming of 
the vast wealth to which he might “be 
the heir. Now their figurative paths part 
and each is to move in the centre of a 
storm, for it happens that whichever way 
the suit goes, little William Beresford 
stands to lose nothing and gain much, 
while the son of J. Hooker Hamersley, 
Louis Hamersley’s cousin, stands to gain 
nothing or lose everything, ° 

Around these two lads is to be fought 
a battle for wealth, which hag been sime 
mering since Jan. 11, 1909, when the 
Duchess of Marlborough died at Dorking, 
Surrey, England, and with the end of a 
career Of amazing intrigue, cleverness, 
and variety gave the signal for the re- 
opening of the famous will case. 

When the Duchess of Malborough died 
the claimants and descendents of the 
claimants who fought so bitterly twenty- 
five years ago for the millions, turned 
their attention to a musty old document 
which had been reposing all these years 
in the safe of a downtown law office. 

A Compromise Agreement. ’ 

This dcocument constituted the come 
promise agreement entered into at the 
close of the first fight, long ago, when 
the Mason seekers for the fortune’ ace 
cepted $110,000 and agreed not to reopen 
the contest during the lifetime of the 
Duchess of Marlborough. A year after 
it was signed John Mason, one of the 
nephews of the Sarah Mason who mar- 
ried Louis Hamersley and brought the 


old John Mason Chemical Bank fortune 
into the Hamersley family, tried to have 
this agreement set aside, but without 
success. 

It was at this time that, reminded of 
the main provision of the agreement, Col. 
Franklin Bartlett (or some say Blihu 
Root, who was associated with him in 
that particular juncture of the case) hu- 
morously inscribed in the margin of the 
document Soener Ne to the effect that 
‘of course the case could be reo 
when the Duchess died.’’ pened 
Immediately following the Duchess’s 
death the will case came to life, although 
those who noticed its gentle breathing at 
intervals in the press never believed that 
it was anything but muscular reaction. 
Nevertheless the case was more alive than 
ever. English lawyers, representing the 
son of Col. Sir William Beresford, the 
hero of the Afghan, and the executors of 
the Duchess, were looking at the matter 
through strong glasses. European law- 
vers, thinking of the possibilities of the 
Princes and Counts who had made mar- 
riage connections with the house of 
Mason, were gazing raptly through noe- 
turnal smoke rings. 

On this side the house of Mason was 
thinking over the fact that all barriers 
and one clever woman had fallen, and 
that Col. Bartlett’s (or was it Blihu 
Root’s?) marginal note was,a powerful 
thought on the part of an able lawyer. 
The first shot was fired from the Eng- 
iat camp. William Rasquin,.Jr., and 
Alfred H. Renshaw, executors for the late 
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of Iittle William Beresford a suit asking

She was described by a law- 
yer yesterday as ‘** the girl who married a 
man for a fortune, a Duke fora title, and a 
hero for leve.’’ In 1879, after a successful 
début at Greenbriar, White Sulphur 
Springs, and while she was the reigning 
toast of Washington, she met and mar- 
ried Louis C. Hammersley, whose father 
had married Sarah Mason, a daughter of 
John Mason, founder of the Chemical 
National Bank and the owner of a farm in 
Manhattan where now stands the St. 
Regis and a goodly part of Fifth Avenue, 
between East Fifty-second Street and 
Kast Sixty-sixth Street. 

When Louis Hamersley’s father and 
mother were dead he inherited the Ham- 
ersley fortune and also the fortune which 
Sarah Mason brought to the house of 
Hamersley. WLouis WHamersley died the 
same year as his father, and his will con- 
tained this passage, which is at the root 
of al] the trouble:

Hughes has so established him- 
self in the confidence of the people at 
large that they.will especialiy commend 
his appointment and be gratified that he 
is to take part in the disposition of ques- 
tions of the character which I have indi- 
cated. The wisdom of the President in 
appointing him will be praised almost 
unanimously,”’ 


Machine Leaders Complain. 


To-day the first feeling of elation among 
the machine leaders over the elimination 
from active politics of a Governor with 
whom they have kept up a constant war- 
fare since he first took office gave way 
to a sobering realization of the gloomy 
prospect that they must carry on the 
Gubernatorial campaign this Fall without 
his aid on the stump. Old-line leaders 
commented harshly in conversation on 
what they termed the Governor's “ self. 
ishness”"’ in deserting his party in this 
grave crisis. 

Not the least disappointed—though, as 
a rule they do not share in the same feel- 
ing of bitterness--were the little group of 
men in both houses of the Legislature 
who have become known as the Govern- 
or’s friends and advocates of his reforms. 
They seem to feel that they have been 
left to fight the battle alone, and fear 
retaliation by the anti-Hughes element. 

Machine men in both houses went about 
to-day with chips on their shoulders. They 
chaffed the friends of Gov. Hughes, who 
were referred to variously as oe ** kick- 
ers’ and as ‘‘crphans left on the organi- 
zation doorstep by a _ heartless parent.’ 

The old liners predicted that the in- 
surgents would soon ask to be taken back 
any terms the organization might 
offer. From this point of view they were 
pleased with the situation. 

“Through the years of Gov. Hughes’s 
-sdministration there has. been. estab- 
ished a high standard of public serv- 
ice in this State, and that standard must 
be maintained,” said Senator Newcomb, 
one of the most prominent ment in the 
insurgent group. “The only question is 
to find a man to take up the work where 
he is leaving off. I assume that there 
is enough manhood left in the State of 
New York to provide the proper leader- 
ship. The Governor’s friends are harbor- 
ing no bitter feelings against him, but it 
is only natural that they would have 
liked him to remain the vital force for 
good in the general uplift movement which 
has been sweeping not only this State, but 
many others.”’ 


Primaries Plan Modified. 


The fate of the Governor’s most cher- 
ished reform—direct primaries—has been 


sealed. It was made clear through the 
legislative leaders to-day that neither the 
Hinman-Green bill nor any measure of 
its kind would pass. It was announced 
that a new direct primary bill would be 
drafted and introduced during the last 
weeks of the present session. . 
This bill will follow in a general way 
the compromise plan suggested by sev- 
eral prominent Republicans in a memorial 
to the Legislature yesterday. It will pro- 
vide for the direct nomination of legislat- 
ors and the election at primaries of mem- 








bers of party committees and delegates 
to all conventions. It will not go into 
effect, as far as the Assembly is con- 
cerned, urtil the elections a year from 
this Fall, and as far as the Senate is con- 
cerned not uiitil two years hence. 

But doubt was expressed by several 
Senate leaders whether even such a mild 
substitute for the Hinman-Green bill 
could pass the Assembly. 

The organization leaders at the Capitol 
maintain that the Hughes reforms soon 
will be forgotten. William Barnes, Jr., 
to-day referred to the Hughes era as an 
“interlude.”” Yet they realize that a re- 
adjustment of varty lines must follow the 

resent condition of chaos. They are 
ocking to Thecdore Roosevelt to reunite 
the party in the State and to assume the 
leadership. 


SAY ROOSEVELT WILL LEAD. 


Capital Politicians Think He Will 
Take Control in New York. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Everywhere 
in Administration and Congressional cir- 
cles to-day the appointment cf Gov. 
Hughes to the Supreme Bench was dis- 
cussed, and almost without exception the 
comment was favorable. In only one 
quarter was there any tendency to criti- 
cise, and that developed among some of 
the Southern Democratic Senators, one 
of whom declared that he felt that he 
would have to oppose confirmation. But 
his opposition will not amount to much, 
if in fact it develops at all. 

The Judiciary Committee will not meet 
again until next Monday. The Senate 
usually takes its time about confirming 
&@n appointment to the Supreme Court 
unless there is s«me reason for quick 
action. In this case there is no such rea- 
son and confirmation may be delayed a 
week or two. But there is absolutely no 
question of the ultimate result. 

Among the politicians, and especially 
the New Yorkers in Congress, the ap- 
pointment is hailed as the signal for the 
return to absolute leadership in New 
York of Col. Roosevelt. It was recalled 
by several members of the New York 
delegation to-day that at a dinner given 
by the New York delegation in January 
of last vear, when President Roosevelt 
was the guest of honor, he made a speech 
in which he said that after his retirement 
from the Presidency he did not intend to 
give up his active interest or his partici- 
pation in the political affairs of his State 
and the country. That declaration is held 
now to mean that he will be ready for 
the leadership as soon as he gets the ful! 
run of affairs again after his reiurn to 
New York in June. 

He will be at the helm for two full 
months or more before the State Conven- 
tion is held, and the confident expectation 
of the New Yorkers here is that he wil! 
dictate its doings as thoroughly as ever 
he did when he was in the White House 
He is regarded as practically the only 
hope of the Republicans for next Fall. 

When Gov. Hughes comes to the Su- 
preme Court he will be called upon right 
at the start to take part in the two 1n- 
portant trust cases now awaiting re-arzu- 
ment. There has been a great deal of 
talk here as to the effect on the final 
verdict in those cases of his participation. 
The general impression is that his ap- 
pointment strengthens the Government 
side in both cases. This is on the theory 
that the Governor has shown clearly in 
his speeches his sympathy with the anti- 
trust law and its enforcement and his 
firmness in doing the thing that appeais 
to him as right, regardless of how se- 
verely the judgment may fall upon those 
whom it affects. Even representatives of 
“big business’’ here expect § Justice 
Hughes to decide against the corpora- 
tions in those cases, but they also beli2ve 
that he will be in favor of pointing out 
some method by which the corporations 
can continue to do business without run- 
ning counter to the trust law. And that. 
after all, is their greatest hope for the 
future. 


VOTE FOR SUNDAY BASEBALL. 


Assemblymen Pass the McGrath Bill 
by Vote of 77 to 67.

ALBANY, April 26.—Speaker Wadsworth 
became the eloquent advocate for Sunday 
baseball in the Assembly to-day, when 
the McGrath bill removing ‘the penalty 
for indulging in the sport on that day 
came up for final passage. It was passed 
by a vote of 77 to 67 after two hours’ de- 
bate, which at times waxed acrimonious. 

“Our Sunday laws as they are discrim- 
inate against the poor and in favor of the 
rich,’’ said the Speaker, who had sur- 
rendered the gavel to Minority Leader 
Frisbie in order to make his speech from 
the floor. ‘‘ We don't hear the churches 
complain of the rich man who attends 
divine service in the forenoon and plays 
golf or tennis al] afternoon at the country 
club. But against this bill they raise vehe- 
ment protest. It is injustice of this kind 
that moves me to vote for this bill. I 
would rather have a boy of mine on the 
bleachers shouting himself hoarse or 
scampering around a baseball field try- 
ing to stretch a three-bagger into a home 
run than trying to buy an illegal drink 
at the corner saloon. He would be a 
healthier boy and he would grow up to be 
a better Christian citizen.’’ 

Assemblyman Perkins of Broome, who 
introduced the oral betting bills in the 
lower house, classed Speaker Wadsworth 
as one of a “ vociferous minority bent on 
destroying the grand old American Sab- 
bath.’? Assemblyman Gray of St. Law- 
rence, sponsor for the Local Option bill 
which met its defeat to-day. was another 
opponent of Sunday baseball. 

The vote did not follow party lines. Ma- 
jority Leader Merritt voted for the bill. 
Many up-State Republicans voted against 
it. Among the New York members who 
voted against Sunday baseball were Will- 
fam M. Bennett, Charies A. Dana, and 
Frederick R. Toombs. Brooklyn members 
who opposed the bill were George A. 
Green and Warren I. Lee. 


SAFE ROBBERY IN BROADWAY. 


Burglars Plunder the Strong Box of a 
B. & O. Ticket Office. 

A heap of chairs, covered with sheets of 
newspaper and placed “concealingly be- 
tween the safe and front window of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad ticket office 
at 4384 Broadway, aroused the suspicions 
of Policeman Callahan of the Mulberry 
Street Station early on’ Monday morning.

Caught in the South—Some 
Already in Flight. 





$500,000 LOSS TO VICTIMS 





Stores to Conceal Assets from 


Trustee in Bankruptcy. 





Merchants throughout the country have 
been robbed of over $500,000, and the jew- 
elry trace in New York, Rhode Island, and 
other States has suffered a loss of $20,000, 
so declared the Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
of lO Maiden Lane last night when 11 
learned that the Federal authorities had 
arresied simuitaneously jin difterent cities 
hine men, who it is said have been operat- 
ing a gigantic swindle in the South for 
several years. 

several of these men, seven of whom are 
brothers, were in flight when they were 
arcvesied. The prisoners and the towns in 
which they were caugni are: Jesse H. and 
Daniel H. Shreve, in San Antonio, Texas; 
A. C. Shreve, in Tuscaloosa, Ala.; R. T. 
Shreve, James E. Shreve, Hilliard Shreve, 
George H. Shreve, and two negroes, Will- 
lam Franklin, and John Johnson, in Mont- 
gomery, Ala 

The arrest of these men came only after 
an eight months’ shadowing by the Jew- 
elers’ Board of Trade, assisted by Attor- 
ney General Vgickersham and _  =special 
agents of the Départment of Justice. The 
gang is said to have worked its schemes 
for so long that it is believed the amount 
stated is only a small part of the sum 
plundered from the commercial world. It 
is said that the nine men fraudulently ob- 
tained hundreds of thousands of doilars 
worth of jewelrv 
merchants, and that they burned stores 
to which the goods apparently were sent 
and withheld assets trom a referee in 
bankruptcy. 

The Shreves operated a chain of gen- 
eral stores in Alabama under the name of 
the City ory Company. One of these 
stores was in Montgomery and another 
in Greenville, Ala. By tinancial state- 
ments to the Jewelers’ Board of Trade of 
this city they obtained a standing and 
credit in the trade so that goods of all 
kinds were shipped to them. They said 
they had a capital of $15,000, with assets 
of $19,468 and no liabilities. 

For a time things went along all right, 
but on Sept. 26, 1909, the store at Green- 
ville, unprotected, it was said, by insur- 
ance, burned to the ground. ‘he Shreves 
announced that $20,000 worth of jewelry 
which had ween shipped by them to it 
had gone up in the fire. At once the 
company began to be pressed by credit- 
ors, and an involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed against the firm. 

Though the loss in this fire was com- 
paratively small, it led to an investiga- 
tion. The Jewelers’ Board of Trade here 
took up the case through its attorney in 
Montgomery, Gustav F. Mertins, but he 
Said that it would be useless to bring 
any Suits against the company, as they 

had the money and influence and honest 
people were afraid to come forward and 
testify on account of the desperate char- 
acter of the gang.”’ 

The Finance Committee of the board, 
however, voted sufficient money from 
its “‘fighting fund" to cover the ex- 
penses of an investigation. A committee 
Was appointed to obtain Federal help 
and President Taft put the matter before 
the Department of Justice, with the re- 
Sult that Attorney General Wickershani 
assigned several agents to work up the 
evidence and instructed United States 
District Attorney William H. Armbrecht 
&at Mobile to take legal Steps to appre- 
hend the men. } phe 

he investigation soon showed that the 
company was insolvent, having less than 
$1,500 stock on hand. and losses aggre- 
Rating between $35,000 ana $40,000 “in ra 
few months. On eloser investigation, says 
the Jewelers’ Board of Trade. it became 
apparent that large quantities of goods 
were being shipped about the country to 
avoid turning them over to the authorities 
after the bankruptcy petition was filed 
Finally the Federal authorities 
the jewelry manufacturers 
shipped the gems alleged to 
burned up obtained evidence 
packages sent to the Greenville store from 
Montgomery were only dummies contain- 
ing cheap jewelry and that the $20,000 
worth of real gems had been secreted by 
the gang. rp 
_This was proved, it is said, when the 
Federal investigators found in the Trade 
Supply Company of Andalusia, another in 
the chain of stores, jewelry valued at this 
amount which had once been part of the 
Stock of the Montgomery store. This sin- 
gle case was considered enough to war- 
rant the immediate arrest of the men. 
but it is expected that other cases of 
fraud of a similar nature will be un- 
earthed when the prisoners are arraigned 
at Montgomery on Friday. . 

M. D. Rothschild, President of the Jew- 
eclers’ Board of Trade, said last night that 
““the case had facts which showed that 
the conspiracy had existed for several 
years.”’ 

“Part of the plan,’’ he said, “was to 
obtain goods, remove them from store to 
store, have a fire, and then collect from 
insurance companies. Sometimes credit- 
ors were told there was no insurance. 
stocks having been previously removed so 
that there were no funds to settle with 
creditors. After collecting from insur- 
ance companies the goods would be soid 
somewhere else and the fraud worked 
against both insurance companies and 
merchants, 

“The results of the situation were thet 
the trade all over the country was vic- 
timized, and because the “operations of 
the gang enabled them to cut prices 
great injury was done to honest mer- 
chants, who were in many cases driven 
to failure or bankruptcy. The prompt 
wry in which the Department of Justice 
took hold of the matter is very gratifying 
to the merchants of the country.” 

It is said that the Government has evi- 
dence showing that threats were made 
by the gang against men making the in- 
vestigation, and that witnesses were in- 
timidated. The technical charge on which 
the prisoners are held is conspiring to

According to Martin C. An- 
sorge of 100 Broadway, of counsel for the 
etitioning creditors, the liabilities of the 
irm will be between $150,000 and $175,000, 
with assets not exceeding $100,000. 

The jewelry firm is an old one in 
Maiden Lane. In 1896 a receiver was ap- 
pointed for it, when it had liabilities of 
nearly $1,000,000. It was reorganized in 
1896, and the present officers are Irving 
M. Myers, President; Henry M. Mann- 
heimer, Treasurer, and Leonard S. Myers, 
Secretary. 

According to Mr. Ansorge the firm’s 
embarrassment was caused by dissension 
among its officers and depression in the 
jewelry trade. The receiver is authorized 
to continue the firm’s business for ten

Gen. Henry’s appointment is entirely 
satisfactcry to the local Republican om 
ganization, County Chairman Griscom 
having recently sent a letter to the Pres- 
ident indorsing his candidacy.

President Speaks at the Opening 
of the Bureau of Republics 








in Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—President 
Taft delivered a speech this afternoon at 
the dedication of the new marble palace 
of the International Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics, a single sentence of which 
has caused the diplomatic representatives 
of the Latin-American oountries to sit 
up and take notice with a great deal of 








interest. 

The sentence was delivered with the 
true Taft attitude of humor, with which he 
has masked the seriousness of many an- 
other such declaration, but the unanimous 
opinion to-night is that there was much 
seriousness in what he said. 

President Taft was commenting on the 
oft-expressed desire for universal peace 
of Andrew Carnegie, donor of the greater 
part of the cost of the new building, 
and he said that he hoped the time would 
s00n come when ‘‘any nineteen of the 
American Hepublics can say to the other 
two ‘you shall not fight.’ ’’ 

Under ordinary circumstances no par- 
} ticular significance might attach to this 


sentence, but it {!s only within the last 
few days that this Government has been 
called upon to exercise its utmost influ- 
ence to prevent war in South Amefica, 
where Peru and Ecuador are even yet 
squaring off at each other, and where 
Bolivia and Argentina have been recently 
at g@uch loggerheads as to make war not 
an impossibility.

‘* Hear, hear!’’ shouted Mr. Carnegie as 
the laughter died away. 

‘*T esteem it a great honor to the Unit- 
ed States of America,’’ the President con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that the othér twenty American 
republics should decide that this home of 
international union should be on our soil. 
As the older sister of the other republics 
we are anxious that each member of the 
family should know that we believe in 
absolute equality in the family. We insist 
upon nothing because of the fact that 
we are the older Nation, and for the time 
being can count more noses.’

PARIS, April 26.—This afternoon, at the 
American Embassy, ex-President Roose- 
velt received a deputation from the 
French Parliamentary Group of Interna- 
tional Arbitration, headed by ex-Premier 
Léon Bourgeois and Baron d’Estournelles 
de Constant. 

The Baron, who shared last year’s 
Nobel Peace Prize with M. Beernaert of 
Belgium, expressed to the ex-President 
regret that Parliament was not in ses- 
sion, as the Group had planned a great 
demonstration in his honor. Neverthe- 
less, the Group, he said, desired again to 
show its gratitude, many times expressed, 
for Mr. Roosevelt’s decisive interventions 
in favor of conciliation, justice, and inter- 
national peace. He continued: 

‘To our gratitude for the past is added 
our confidence in the benevolent influ- 
ence that you will continue to exercise in 
the future. This confidence is all the 
greater because your conception of peace 
conforms with our own. Peace for you, 
as for us, is not peace at any price, but 
justice. 
fight for the right, despite the skeptics 
who are your enemies and ours. We will 
not stop the good fight, so glorious, for 
democracy, against the abuse of force 
which is the negation of al] morality, hu- 
man dignity, liberty, and civilization.’ 

Mr. Roosevelt thanked the deputation

Leonard J.. Field of the firm of L. J. 
Field & Co. and a son of Jacob Field, the 
banker, was indicted yesterday on charges 
of grand larceny and perjury. He was 
arraigned before Supreme Court Justice 
Marcus and released in $30,000 bail. 

The larceny charge relates to what is 
known as the Windsor Trust transaction, 
and it is alleged that young Field took 
part in the, plot whereby $100,000 of 
Heinze copper stock was sold on the 
| Street immediately after it had been 
pledged as collateral for a $50,000 loan. 

In the hubbub which followed the trans- 
action last Summer, Walter L. Clark, 
Charles Katz, and Donald Persch were 
indicted for larceny. It was not until a 
few weeks ago that John F. Sherwood’s 
indictment was added to the rest, and in 
the story he told on the witness stand 
during the Persch trial, the name of Field, 
his employer, played the prominent part. 
Field, he said, had financed the transac- 
tion, and had received $10,175 as his com- 


mission for lending $50,000.for two days. 
He also admitted that when he was ar- 
rested last Summer he had promised Field 
to keep his name out of it.

WHITMAN THREAT TO 
SESSIONS JUSTICES 


Says He Is Going to Present Data 
on Their Decisions to the 
Bar Association. 


THEY NULLIFY THE LAW 





Have Suspended Sentence on 1,000 
Auto Speeders This Year, Letting 
Old Offenders Off Free. 





‘Since the first of the year the Justices 
of Special Sesions have been suspending 
sentence on those convicted of automo- 
bile speeding at the rate of 1,000 cases a 
year,’’ said District Attorney Whitman 
‘‘T consider this an abuse of 
discretion, and I intend to collect data 
in this and allied matters for presentation 
to the Grievance Committee of the Bar 
Association, whose function it is to lay 
charges before the Appellate Division. I 
intend to carry my examination of the 
court records to cases of all character to 
see whether any special leniency has been 
shown to the class of defendants that are 
apt to be in trouble for fast automobile 
driving.’’ 1 
Mr. Whitman made this statement last 
night after two opinions had been re- 
turned in Special Sessions, which have 
completely upset all the previous system 
of prosecution there, and have left the 
matter of automobile speeding in con- 
fusion. According to one of these de- 
cisions a chauffeur may drive at reck- 
less speed and he arrested as often as 
the police can catch him without running 
the risk of imprisonment or of a fine 
greater than $50. According to Mr. Whit- 
man the action of the court nullifies the 
statute, 

Soon after he took office Mr. Whitamn 
made a fixed rule that his office should 
prosecute second offenders and’ third of- 
fenders as such, and that in no instance 
would he consent to the acceptance of a 
lesser plea. In oppcsing this the Justices 
have suspended sentence altogether, un-;: 
til finally they accepted in one case a 
lesser plea without the consent of the 
District Attorney, and in another con- 
tended that he had no right to prosecute 
as second offenders defendants not spe- 


cifically so charged in the Magistrates’ 
courts.

Governess Is Crushed to Death Under 
the Wheels in Fifth Avenue. 


Within sight of the stream of com- 
muters leaving the Grand Central Station, 
Katherine Winter, an English governess, 
was caught in the rush of traffic yester- 
day morning at Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
third Street -and crushed to death be- 
tween two heavy automobiles going in op- 
posite directions on the avenue. She was 
returning to the Hotel Renaissance in 
Forty-third Street after having taken to 
school the two children of her employer, 
Joseph Larocque, the lawyer, who lives 
at the hotel. The woman hesitated on the 
east pavement, waiting for an opportunity 
to make her way through the maze of 
wagons and carriages. Suddenly she 
darted through between two moving au- 
tomobiles and was lost to view. A mo- 
ment later @ scream was heard and the! 
lines of vehicles came to a stop. 

When Policeman Robinson, a traffic 
man stationed at the Forty-second Street 
crossing, arrived he found the governess 
lying insensible beside the rear wheels of 
a huge dry-goods delivery automobile. 
He immediately carried her to the side- 
walk, calling on the driver of the ma- 
chine, a young lad named Henry Moore, 
who later gave his address as 356 West 
Sixteenth Street, to get down from his 
seat and or pees, A him, 

An ambulance call was sent to Flower 
Hospital, but Martin Frawley, the owner 
of a machine Which had pulled up at the 
sound of her scream, volunteered his serv- 
ices, and she was taken to the hospital in 
his automobile, She died while being car- 
ried to the operating table. The hospital 
surgeons said that the victim’s body was 
crushed, 

A search of the body at the hospital re- 
sulted in the finding of a card with her 
name and the Address of Mr. Larocque. 
Her employer was reached over the tel- 
ephone and he identified her from descrip- 

on, 

The truck which Moore had been driv- 
ing was on the extreme inner line of 
vehicles moving northward. Moore said 
he did not know he had run over any one 
until he heard the scream and looked 
down to see the body wedged under the 
rear wheels of his truck on the left side. 
He told the police that a southward mov- 
ing touring car was next to him when he 
looked down and saw tha body and 
thought this car was concerned in the ac- 
cident. His testimony was borne out by 
Louis Flack, a Deputy Superintendent of 
Elections. 

The touring car made its way south 
without stopping, but Flack had taken its 
number, which he gave to the police. On 
looking this number up in the records at 
Police Headquarters it was found that 
the license corresponding to it was held 
by August Luchow, owner of @ restaurant

The court in this case, 
over the objection of the District Attor- 
ney, imposed a fine Of $235. 

“The case of the People vs. 
Reppin was also on for decision this 
morning as a second offense. The court, 
over the objection of the District Attor- 
ney, imposed the fine of $25 and entered 
the conviction as a first offense. 

‘**In none of these cases did the com- 
plaint before the Magistrate set forth sec- 
ond or third offenses, so if the Judges are 
right in their position to-day (which no 
careful lawyer for a moment would con- 
tend) they have been wrong seventy-nine 
times since Jan. 11. The reason of this 
reluctance to convict as a third offender 
may be because in that case the law pro- 
vides that imprisonment for not more than 
thirty days must follow. Where they ha 
felt compelled in the past (and in the light 
of their present*reasoning I cannot under- 
stand why) they have imprisoned the 
third offender sometimes as much as two 
or three hours, If the present contention 
of Judges Deuel, Olmsted, and Wyatt in 
their effort “to defeat the manifest pur- 
pose of the law prevails, the provisions of 
the motor vehicle law are practically un- 
enforceable. 

‘“*T have no quarrel whatever with the 
Judges*of the Court of Special Sessions 
individually, and am only trying to do 
what is my perfectly obvious duty, to the 
end that the streets of the city may be 
reasonably safe. It is difficult to get these 
matters into the higher courts, as the 
people have no appeal, except in demur- 
rers and in motions for arrest of judg- 
ment, made by the defendant, which, of 
course, seldom, if ever, occurred in this 
court. Mr. Stryker to-day asked the 
court of an adjournment of sentence 
in order that we might obtain from the 
Supreme Court a writ of prohibition, thus 
getting a review of the case in a higher 
court. The Judges plainly indicated their 
unwillingness to have the point properly 
litigated and denied the motion. 

‘*Tt is my purpose to ask the Legislature 
of the State to provide by law that sen- 
tence may not be suspended in the Court 
of Special Sessions where the defendant 
has formerly been convicted of a crime. 
The provisions of law now give the power 
to the Supreme Court and the Court of 
General Sessions to suspend sentence 
where the defendant has not been pre- 
viously convicted of a felony. Other legis- 
lation is in contemplation, and after suf- 
ficient data has been collated it will be 
placed before the Grievance Committee of 
the Bar Association for such action as it 
ma-~ deem wise. 

“The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has the power to entertain charges 
for the abuse of discretion on the part of 
the Judges of inferior courts of criminal 
jurisdiction.’”’ 

Special Sessions has six Justices, three 
of whom sit at one time. They are Jus- 
tices Wyatt, Mayo, Olmsted, Deuel, 
Zeller, and Hoyt. It Is understood that 
both Justices Mavo ard Hoyt agree with 
Mr. Whitman in his attitude, but neither 
of them is sitting this month.

Standard Oil or Heinze-Morse Af- 
filiations Disqualified Any 
One Called for Service. 








FRIEND OF HEINZES DRAWN 





Mr. Peale, Free from Blas, Passed Ex- 
amination, but Didn’t Get Through 
Opening Arguments To-day. 





The trial of Fritz Augustus Heinze on 
an indictment of thirty-eight counts 
charging overcertification, misapplication, 
and the conversion of the funds of the 
Mercantile National Bank during his Pres- 
idency in.1907 moved along rapidly before 
Judge Hough in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday. When the adjourn- 
ment was taken at the close of the day 
a jury had been obtained. The opening

lenges to which each side was entitled 
might be made alternately. John B. 
Stanchfield, leading counsel for the de- 
fense, objected to the alternate use of the 
peremptory challenges and took exception 
to the Judge’s ruling on this point. 

Mr. Peale, a member of the firm of Pea- 
cock, Peale & Kerr, was not among the 
twelve men who were first placed in the 
ury box by the process of elimination for 
lias, but sat among the six additional pro- 
visional jurors from Whose ranks were to 
be supplied the men # take the places of 
those peremptorily challenged. Consequent- 
ly Mr. Stanchfield’s contention that the 
Government should take all its challenges 
at once would leave it impossible for 
Mr. Wise to challenge Mr. Peale should 
he be called to fill the jury box after 
the prosecution had exhausted its rights. 

Judge Hough, having made his ruling, 
Mr. Wise took but one challenge, and 
after Mr. Stanchfield announced each of 
his challenges the United States Attorney 
remarked that’the jury was satisfactory 
to him. Mr. Peale did not get called into 
the box, as he was No. 6 on the lst of 
provisional jurors, but had he been so 
called Mr. Wise would have been waiting 
with a peremptory challenge for the 
friend of the Heinzes. 

The other incident occurred In the morne 
ing, when Mr. Stanchfield had before him 
Anson F. Robinson, Financial Secretary 
to F. 8. Flower of Flower & Co., the 
bankers. The Heinze lawyer wanted to 
know if this firm did not act for the 
Standard Oil interests, and the talesman 
objected to answering. Judge Hough re- 
marked that he did not see why an an- 


| swer should be compelled, whereupon 
Mr. Stanchfield said: 

‘“‘I want it to appear on the record that 
Mr. Heinze has been fighting the Stand- 
ard Qil for fifteen or twenty years in the 
State of Montana and has been involved 
in much litigation in that State as well as 
in Ntbraska.

But the New York Transfer Company 
had expressly stipulated that the build- 
ing must be razed to the ground.

Attorney General O’Mauitey has 
placed himself in a singular position.

The investigation lasting from 
Dec. 6 to March 8 last disclosed a con- 
dition “which in effect is a combina- 
tion which fixes the price at which the

PROBATION AND PREVENTION. 

The essence of the system of proba- 
tion for proved offenders against the 
law is in the possible prevention of 
crime, in the saving of the offenders 
from a criminal career. The report of 
the State Probation Commission shows 
plainly that, as far as the system has 





been adopted, it is having the benefi- 
cent effect sought, and that the system 
is steadily extending in our own Btate 
and throughout the country. * 

Naturally the first application of the 
system developed some defects, not in 
the principle on which # was based, 
but in the means of administering it. 
The courts were unfamiliar with the 
work, the officers were inexperienced 
and largely volunteers, and knowledge 
was lacking as to the scope that could 
be given to probationers, the degree to 
which they could effectively be con- 
trolled and influenced, and the best 
methods of dealing with them. Much 
has.been gained in all these regards. 
The courts and the probation officers 
are learning on the one hand how to 
get the greatest good from the sus- 
pended sentence and the release on good 
behavior, and on the other hand how to 
prevent the feeling among offenders 
that the law can be evaded. 

There are two features of unsual in- 
terest in the experience of the Commis- 
sion. One is the influence exerted on 
the general conduct of youths in rural 
or semi-rural districts by the continu- 
ous and vigilant supervision through 
the probation officers of those who 
have been put on probation after a first 
offense. It is well known that in these 
districts young men and boys, after 
their first contact with criminal law 
and a term of imprisonment, are apt to 
become not only confirmed lawbreak- 
ers themselves but centres of lawless 
infection, poisuning the neighborhood. 
Every lad or young man who, after his 
first slip, can be turned toward indus- 





substitute for a station which ranks try and decency is not-only saved but 
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is prevented from influencing others, 
often many others, away from right 
living. <A few cases of this sort have 
been known radically to change the 
moral atmosphere of a small commu- 
nity. The gain is simply incalculable, 

The other feature of interest is a 
minor matter, but indicates the advance 
of the system in practical efficacy. It 
is the increase in the practice of re- 
quiring offenders put on probation for 
theft or damage to property to make res- 
titution. This has been found to im- 
plant in their minds a sense of respon- 
sibility, and also to make them feel 
that they have paid for their original 
wrong and fairly earned some appre- 
clable degree of respect from the com- 
munity. They are better citizens for 
that achievement. : 








BJORNSTJERNE BJORNSON, 

Americans knew much about the Nor- 
wegian poet, dramatist, and novelist, 
BJORNSTJERNE Bsyornson, who died in 
Paris last night, but it cannot be said 
that they knew him. He visited this 
country in the eighties and lectured 
here, and was well received. Some of 
his plays have been acted here, in Ger- 
man and {n English, and translations of 
zome of his novels are on our library 
shelves. As a contemporary of the 
much-discussed HEnRIK IBSEN, and 
somewhat akin to that masterful per- 
son in thought and feeling, he naturally 
received some consideration in the 
tomes of essays in criticism of IBSEN. 
But ByornNson was less strikingly in- 
dividual than IBSEN, less daring, and 
withal more of a patriot, more of a 


Norwegian, more of a friend to hu- 
manity.’ 

He had been an editor and a director 
of theatres, theatrical management, 
out of England and America, being 
largely associated with literature. He 
was in some sort a citizen of the world, 
for he knew many languages, and had 
dwelt in Denmark, Germany, France, 
and Italy. He was almost as well 
known in Rome and Paris as in Chris- 
tiania. In Norway his reputation never 
declined. 
as poet, novelist, dramatist, and critic 
of letters. In 1903 he received the val- 
uable Nobel Prize for his contributions 
to literature of an imaginative quality. |

of Norway, (Aulestad,) to which he 
had retired when his books made a 
living for him.

According to a dec- 
cision just rendered by 
the Louisiana Supreme 
Court, when the law 
says ‘‘negroes”’ it des- 
ignates people of full African descent, and 
does not include “persons of color’’-- 
octoroons, quadroons, or even mulattoes. 
In holding thus the court puts an end to 
several prosecutions of men accused ot 
violating State laws, passed after a long 
educational campaign, for the purpose of 
preventing miscegenation and the conse- 
quent deterforation of the white race. 
The decision will therefore be regarded 
as of great importance, as well as of great 
interest, not only in Louisiana, but all 
through the South, in every part of which 
the disastrous results of racial mingling, 
in and out of marriage, have of late been 
the subject of much and*serious atten- 
tion. 

The decision of the court is, of course, 4 
practical repeal or making void of such 
legislation as has already been passed 
with A view to keeping the white and 
black races apart, and equally of course 
it is in direct contradiction of the long- 
established theory that any recognizable 
fraction of negro blood fixes the status of 
the person in whose veins it flows. This 
was the invariable rule in slavery days, 
and it has survived emancipation in the 
drawing of social lines, no less in the 
North than in the South. It is, indeed, a 
little humiliating to Caucasian pride that 
an eighth, a quarter, or a half of black 
blood should count for more than a half, 
three-quarters, or seven-eilghths of white 
blood, but no Mendelian would have much 
difficulty in accounting for the fact 4s 
an illustration of ‘‘ dominant character- 
istics.”’ 

That a mulatto is in all essential ro- 
spects a negro, in spite of his lighter 
color, is a matter of common observa- 
tion, and what may be called negro-ness 
is not much mitigated in the quadroon 
and is far from obliterated in the octoroon, 
That is true at least in the conditions of 
American society. In Furope the man or 
woman of mixed blood can have assocta- 
tions more favorable to the development 
of his or her white side and the sup- 
pression of the otner. 

The anti-miscegenationists need not be 
discouraged by the decision of the Louis- 
jana court, since in it is pointed out ihe 
way to attain their desired ends. They

That any 
Christian Scientist ever endeavored to

Late frosts are the rule, not the excep- 
tion, in this country, and though they 
always destroy a lot of vegetation and 
injure @ lot more, somehow there is in- 
variably a pretty fair crop of everything 
we raise. The whole of a short, cr short- 
ened, supply gets to market, while with 
overabundance there is waste on the 
farms and failure to ship lest prices be 
unduly lowered. 

It must be remembered, too, that frosts 
do good as well as harm. For instance, 
they save the fruit grower the job of 
thinning his apples and peaches, and they 
make away with vast numbers of insects 
which, Hke the buds,.,have come out of 
Winter quarters too soon. 

All this, however, is a bit ike whistling 
to keep up one’s courage. The recent 
storms have been of unusual severity, 
and while their devastation has undoubt- 
edly been exaggerated by both producers 
and middlemen, all of whom like to make 
timely preparation for charging big 
prices, there is only too much of. truth 
in the dismal tales that are coming in. 

It is to be feared that ‘‘ the cost of liv- 
ing’’ will remain a topic of conversation 
much longer than it might have done if 
Spring had not suffered such a grave 
relapse,

How Individuals May Live Comfortably 
Notwithstanding High Prices. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While the soloms are engaged in attempts 
to determine the causes of advanced prices for 
foods individuals who complain at the thus 
far irresistible condition may well inquire of 
themselves how to contract other minor ex- 
penses, so as to equalize the matter. Of 
course, the average person does not obtain fair 
value for expenditures, !f we are to judge 
by the many admissions of being ‘‘ stuck,’’ 
** robbed,’’ ** sold,’’ ‘* roasted,’’ or some form of 
parbolling during a purchase. My closer as- 
sociates have yearly incomes of from $2,000 
to $4,000, but in some instances I see that those 
with the lower sum, by judicious manage- 
ment, are as well if not as fashionably shel- 
tered, and live quite as comfortably as those 
in the higher class, who indulge in many ex- 
penditures for mere transient - enjoyments. 
While it is proper and advisable to oppose 
further advances in foodstuffs, lest prices 
reach extortionate heights between producers, 
middle men, and retailers, judicious house- 
wives, through selection and treatment, I 
know, do not find that their table expenses 
have increased to an tnordinate degree. By 
contraction in purchases of certain lines they 
can contribute a strong factor of oppostion 
to the maintenance or increase of the present 
scales, for with reduced demand for a com- 
modity there {s a corresponding reduction tn 
price. 

The advance of 1 cent per quart for milk {s 
almost negligible because the per capita con- 
Sumption is so slight. Meat, butter, and eggs 
perhaps have advanced 25 per cent. tn a year, 
but as nature is profuse in production of 
various foods these articles may be abstained 
from wholly or in part, or restricted in con- 
sumption, without any real sacrifice.; Those 
indulging in vocations in the backwoods, mine 
prospecting, surveying, or exploring, men in 
most instances of education and means of pro- 
curing the best efforts of culinary art in the 
cities, forego, and without serious deprivation, 
perhaps with benefit, many articles of food 
considered indispensable. Assuming that meat 
has increased 6 or 8 cents per pound, and that 
in a family of, say, five persons the dally 
average per capita consumption is a pemmd a 
day—a prodigal portion, excessive, in fact, ac- 
cording to  dietitians—the aggregate addi- 
tional cost to families of moderate incomes is 
slight in. comparison with the weekly ex- 
penditures for small items, individually made 
and consisting of cream soda, cigars, candy, 
spirituous and malt liquors, ‘“‘short rides,’’ 
telephone calls, ‘‘ treating,’’ perfumery, drugs, 
manicuring, and other genial absurdities. 

The cars contain a multitude of announce- 
ments of a miscellaneous character, many of 
which are misrepresentations, or the articles 
offered are either superfluous or without utility, 
but are bought by the tons. 

Most conspicuous in neighborhoods where 
manual workers live are Hquor, candy, drug, 
and delicatessen stores. All may be classed 
as very high-priced and without substantial 
qualities of nutriment. Unfortunately many 
of these people estimate the value of food 
by its pungency, really a harbinger and cause 
of physical distress, which prompts the .em- 
ployment of drugs to relieve, but, these being 
self-prescribed, perhaps superinduce worse 
evils. The stores abound with salt codfish, 
ham, herring, mackerel, pickles, chow chow, 
mustard, peppers, and everything conspiring 
to produce a prodigious thirst, which is grati- 
fied by imbibition of beer, tea, coffee, and 
other costly narcotics and stimulants for fur- 
ther consumption of more food from the same 
destructive category. 

The cereals, legumes, vegetables, fruits, and 
meat flavors so cheaply and deliciously pre- 
pared by housewives of Continental birth, or 
by those instructed in the art, are not em- 
ployed as important factors in economy and 
plain and health diet, and this brings us back 
again to the inefficlency of many wives as 
housekeepers, and constquent reluctance of 
men to assume the matrimonial relation.

Copy of Missive Telling of America’s 
Discovery Brings $1,350. 


The copy of the rare second edition of 
Stephen Plannck’s edition of Columbus’s 
letter, announcing the discovery of Amer- 
ica, which William Weldorf-Astor bought 
in London some years ago and presented 
to the Astor Library, was sold yesterday 
at Anderson’s as a duplicate of the New 
York Public Library, the Lenox branch 
having @ copy of the same work. The 
book was purchased by Dodd, Mead & 
Co. for $1,350. Only a few copies of this 
edition are known. it was published in 
Rome in 1493, 

There were in the same sale a number 
of rare Americana collected in the last 


thirty-five years. by Wilberforce Eames 
of the Lenox Library. One of this lot

MORITZ HEIRS FIGHT WIDOW. 


Charge That She Unduly Influenced 
Her Husband’s Will. 


Proceedings have been begun by the 
brothers and sisters of Herman H. Moritz, 
a@ wealthy resident of the Bronx, who died 
on March 13, to prevent the qualification 
of his widow, Anna Van Gilluwe Moritz, 
as an executrix. It is charged by the pe- 
titioners that while Moritz was of unsound 
mind and under the influence of his wife, 
she induced him to “ strip himself of prac- 
tically his entire estate,’’ which has been 
estimated at $500,000. Suits have been be- 
gun in the Supreme Court to sét aside 
various transfers to her of his realty. 

Cyrus C. Miller, Borough President of 
the Bronx, a friend of the late Mr. Mor- 
itz, who was named by him as an executor 
under the will of April 5, 1909, was re- 
moved in a codicil made Dec. 24 last. The 
brothers, George F. and Albert H. Moritz, | 
and the sisters, Amelia P. Simon and 
Anna Buechier, attack this codicil on the 


ground of undue influence and lack of 
testamentary capacity. The codicil not 
only removed Borough President Miller 
and George B. Moritz as executors, but 
appointed in their places Frank Van 
Gilluwe, the brother, and Behrendt C. 
Gerken, the cousin of Mrs, Moritz. 

A petition filed for the probate of the 
will and the codicil by the codicil execu- 
tors and the executrix showed that Mr. 
Moritz had at his death, according to 
their figuring, but $100 worth of real 
property and 62,000 worth of personal 
property. The contestants allege, how- 
ever, that many of the written transfers 
of personal property and all of the oral 
ones to Mrs. Moritz made before the tes- 
tator’s death are invalid, on various 
grounds, and they seek to return this 
property to the residuary estate, in which 
they will share. 


50,000 FOR MAY DAY PARADE. 


District Attorney’s Cousin to Head

Since 
the first of this year the United States 
had sent $32,000,000 to London.

Bjornstjerne Bjornson, who has fondly 
been called by Norwegians and others 
the greatest of Norwegians, was born Dec. 
8, t832, in the parish of Quichne, in North- 
ern Norway. His early life was spent in 
some of the wildest and most romantie 
parts of Norway, the scenes of whicn 
made a deep impression upon his mind and 
Which have to a large extent colored 
many of his successful writings. More 
than a writer, Bjornsen endeared himself 
to his countrymen for his outspoken inde- 
pendence, his radical political ideas, and 
the many popular movements which he led 
toward reviving a more widespread senti- 
ment of national life in his land. 

After studying in the gymnasium at 
Christiania to prepare for the university, 
which, like Ibsen, he failed to enter, he 
became a newspaper reporter, and at tne 
age ot 20 wrote his first drama. ‘* Wal- 
borg.’’ which was accepted at the Na- 
tionel Theatre and paid for, but. although 
needing the money badiv, he handed i* 
back, doubting the merits of his own 
work. 

Always energetic in action, he began 
the agitation in 1853, when only 21 years 
of age, 0 banish the Danish language 
from Norway and encourage the use of 
the native tongue in the newspapers, in 
literature, upon the stage, and elsewhere. 
Two years later Ibsen joined the move- 
nent with zest, and from that time Biorn- 
son was recognized as the patriotic leader 
in Norway. : 

His most valuable achievement in this 
respect Was the writing of the Norwegian 
national hymn in 1859, ‘‘ Ja, Vi, Elsker 
Dette Laudet,”’ (‘‘ Yes, We Love This 
Country.’’) On Mav 17. the aay on which 
the Norwegians adopied their present 
(‘onstitution in 1814, the National Festival, 
instituted by Biornson, is celebrated, and 
partakes of very much the same spirit as 
characterizes our Fourth of July. A little 
later he aroused the hostflitv of the 
Swedes by leading the movement which 
resulted in the removal of the Swedish 
emblem from the Norwegian flag al- 
though the Norwegian emblem still re- 
mains upon the Swedish flag. 

Bjornsen’s independence did not stop 
short of occasionally criticising the late 
hing Oscar, and as showing his radical 
republican ideas the story is told of how 
he once remarked to the Kine that if he 
would abdicate the throne might at- 
tain higher honor by the first 
President of Norway. It is said the King 
took it as a joke. but in Sweden it served 
to intensify 3jornsen s unpopularity 
Still again. shortly after King had | 
decorated the author with a cross of honcr! 
Biornsen had the audacity to challenge! 
his Majesty to a duel, due to a criticism | 
that Bjornsen learned the King had made 
rezarding one of his works. The Supreme 
Court this as lese majesté, and 
condemned the writer 40a year in prison, 
but he escaped to Germany, and did not 

to Norway for years.

tained fresh distinction «s an orator of 
pronounced ahility, and in 1881 he visited 
the United Stkhtes, delivering many lect- 
ures. Upon his return he purchased his

Central Norway, and there. with the 

tion of several vears spent in Ger- 
KFranee, and the Tyrol. he spent 
greater part of his time, living a sim- 
vie aithough active life among the peas- 
aniry whose life and character he has 
ably described in his works. 

As a successfu! dramatist Bjornsen early 
ettained distinction. and for a number of 
vears he was Director of the National 

heatre. In his poems he finds the ac- 
cents and forms of the old popular songs 
so well that his countrymen could repeat 
them almost without learning them, like 
some old airs they had known and 
transmitted to their children. His so-called 
village stories, * JOVOUS (Companion, ' 
“The Wedding March.” ‘** Throud,”’ ‘‘ The 
Fisherwoman,'’ and ‘** Magnhild,’’ all en- 
joyed prodigious popularity. As a poet 
his reputation was we)! established by his 
idyvis, *‘ Arne’’ and ‘‘ Synnoeve Solbake,”’ 
while among his successful dramas were 
** Nulda,”’ ‘‘ Between the Battles,’ *‘ King 
Swerre,”’ the trilogy of ‘‘ Sligard Slembe,”’ 
and his tragedy of ‘ Marie Stuart in 
Scotland.”’ 

Biornsen’s radical political ideas led him 
naturally into the domain of Socialism, 
and during his visit to this country in 1881 
the late Hjalmar J. Bovessen relates that 
the great Norwegian said: ‘‘ To Socialism | 
in some shape or other belongs the future. 
The present crude theories which the just- 
ly discontented of the earth are pro- 
pounding are only significant as the first 
serious agitation of the greatest of prob- 
lems.”’ 

The lot of the poor and the unhappy 
oppressed him, and the simplicity of his 
life. conbined with the sincere interest he 
took in the lot of the common people, en-| 
deared him to the hearts of his country-) 
men. i 

His ‘‘ Poems and Songs” appeared in|

erful novels, ‘‘ In God's Wavy" and “ The)

NOT MUCH SUSPENSE

But Things Are Considerably 
Mixed Before the Waterproof 
Hero Wins the Heroine. 








CHERRY HIGHLY AGREEABLE 





Very Bad Acting Otherwise In a Play 
at the Lyceum Theatre Which 
Doesn’t Hang Together.

At the Lyceum Theatre last night Mr. 
Charles Cherry proved himself to be a 
highly waterproof actor. Unlike him, how- 
ever, Mr. Edward Peble’s play, ‘ The 
Spitfire,’’ will not carry water. Mr. Peble 
dubs it a melodramatic comedy, but a 
better name for it would be a comic melo- 
drama. ‘‘ The Spitfire’’ has entertaining 
moments undeniably, perhaps because it 
is never quite certain when it is to 
be taken seriously or when the reverse. 
No doubt the unsatisfactory quality of 
much of the acting has something to do 
with this, but the characters themselves 
fall between two stools, so that the inter- 
est eventually Hes in seeing how they 
will pull themselves together. 

To begin with, there was a yacht called 
The Spitfire, and a daughter of its 
owner, whose peppery temper and flow 
of language gave her a claim to the same 
title. On this yacht a band of crooks 
escaping with a large collection of valu- 
able jewels seek to get clear of pursuers, 
after having stolen the owner's cable 
code and misleading the sailing master 
with false orders. Their chief pursuer is 
Bruce Morson, (Mr. Cherry,) the owner 
of the jewels, who in order to have an 
excuse for stopping the yacht has himself 
thrown overboard from a tug. Thereupon 
the tender-hearted heroine immediately 
concludes that he has been the _ victim 
of foul play and orders out the lifeboat. 
Against this philanthropic impulse the 
chief villain argues in vain, but after the 
hero is brought on board, dry as a bone, 
although he has just escaped the briny, 
the villain convinces the heroine that the 
man is an employe of the Government in 
search of evidence against her father as 
a smuggler. He, the villain, is forced by 
circumstances to allow her to take pos- 
session of the jewels, which she places in 
the safe. 

Then a series of scenes follows in which 
the heroic young man, after having tried 
to convince her of his honesty, is forced 
to don the garb of a common sailor, wash 
the decks. and perform other menial la- 
bors. But is he down-hearted? No! On 
the contrary, he is always cheerful and 
bright, like the man with the motto, 
until one fine day he gets kicked by the 
villain’s chief assistant. This is more 
than he can stand and more than the 
heroine, being a perfect lady, is willing 
to allow on board her father’s yacht. And 
so for the moment she gives the hero 
leave to avenge himself, which he does 
with several dexterous uppercuts or some- 
thing of the sort that bring his tormenter 
o the deck. 
Subsequently the owner, having learned 
what is going on in some way or other, 
arrives in a pursuing vessel, boards his 
vacht, and examines every one OD board. 
In the meantime one of the crooks has 
extracted the jewels from the safe and 
matters are so complicated that it ought 
to look bad for the hero, But the owner, 
though the reason is not quite clear, 
whispers to him that he is all right and 
hints that they will get the crooks. 

And then there is a storm, a really, 
truly, lovely storm, with lightning and all 
that. and the yacht pitching and tossing 
and quite proper darkness, and every body 
taking to the lifeboats, and the heroine, 
left behind because she had rushed back 
to cut the cord that bound her helpless 
hero. left in the cabin to perish all alone, 
Then, though the jifeboat has got away, 
she plunges overboard, Heaven only 
knows why, whereupon he goes in right 
after her, and brings her up high and dry 
upon the And at the second pic- 
ture there she is with her golden hair 
streaming down her back for a radiant 
spot-light to illumine. Finally these two 
alone, on the desert Jersey coast, with the 
hero cooking coffee, but no milk and 
sugar, and a nice, hot bird, which he has 
shot in the early morning with a gun 
saved from the cabin. And then mutual 
explanations and apologies, and the ap- 
pearance of two of the slinking villains, 
after one of them has been halted with a 
charge of buckshot. By this time, too, 
the other has lost his nerve and is ready 
to hand over the jewels at a threat of a 
brawny fist if he refuses. 

There is a sense of some kind of humor 
in the play ct times, and material for a 
melodrama, but the whole thing is rather 
badlv bungled. And apart from that of 
Mr. Cherry the acting does not help. He, 
indeed. being a most admirable comedian, 
did provide some very happy minutes, so 
that one was almost willing to forgive him 
his invariable appearance with = dry 
clothes and hair smoothly plastered down 
even after his duckings in the briny 
depths. 

But the others were well-nigh impossi- 
ble. The heroine as she is written is a 
very silly person, but the réle offers capl- 
tual opportunities, of which Miss Mayclitfe 
is unable to avail herself. A very pretty 
young woman, with plenty of natural 
vivacity. she has as yet not learned to 
speak properly, and is without a sense 
of proportion or variety in acting. And 
yet she is intrusted with important roles. 
A better illustration of the iniquitous prac- 
tice of pushing people forward before 
thev have earned their prominence could 
hardly be imagined. Miss Oza Waldrop, 
who plays ingénues in a maddeningly 
babv-blue singsong manner, and plays 
them all alike, is intrusted with another 
fairish réle. while E. J. Ratcliffe acts 
the chief villain without leaving a shade 
of excuse for any one to believe in his 
hontest pretensions. .

Mr. Reis has been affiliated with the 
Theatrical Syndicate for about fifteen 
years. In declaring for the _ so-called 
‘‘open door” policy he is following Julius 
Cahn, who made his declaration about 
two weeks ago. 

Among the important Eastern cities in 
which Mr. Reis has theatres are Syra- 
cuse, Troy, Scranton, Reading, Wilkes- 
barre, Harrisburg, and Erie. Besides 
there are many other important one-night 
stands. 

Mr. Rets has heretofore booked attrac- 
tions for his theatres only through the 
Klaw & Erlanger agency, and has re- 
ceived only the plays controlled by the 
syndicate and affiliated managers. ere- 
after, as indicated in his announcement, 
his theatres will be open to any attrac- 
tions of merit, without regard to their 
managerial affiliations.

The four men students who joined the 
fast were Charles Nelson, Glen Brown, 
William Baer, and Bentley Barbour. The 
last named wanted to attend the opera 
and didn’t have the price of a ticket. 

A friend, who re- 
fused to give his name, sent a letter to 
Barbour during the day containing $8, 
and also gave the student an admonition 
that he could not appreciate grand opera 
on an empty stomach, On receiving the 
money Barbour decided that the donor 
of the $3 knew more about the way to 
enjoy grand opera than he did, and will 
eat to-morrow. :

AMSTERDAM TURNS 
OUT T0 SEE WESTON 


Pedestrian Receives Biggest and 
Most Cordial Welcome Dur- 
ing His Walk.

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., April 26.—When 
Edward Payson Weston walked into this 
city at 9:05 o’clock to-night he recéived 
the meérriest reception which has been 
accorded him at any place during his 
walk across the continent, and one of the 
heartiest greeting which he has enjoyed 
during his career as a pedestrian. It 
seemed as though the entire population 
of the city was in the streets, and the 
most conservative estimate the police 
would make of the number was 10,000. 

When Weston reached the city limits 
practically all the church and other bells 
began ringing, and from a score of points 
skyrockets and other fireworks were set 
off, while the drivers of the fifty or more 
automobiles which had escorted Weston 
into town for distances which varied from 
one to ten miles sounded their horns and 





the occupants of the crowded cars joined 
their cheers with those of the people 
who were massed on both sides of the 





streets through which the old man passed. 
Amsterdam nas not seen a crowd to) 
compare with the one of this evening since: 
the last Presidential campaign. A squad | 
of policemen met Weston at the city lim- 
its, but the crowds wére 40 dense in the! 
central part of the city that additional} 
men had to be sent for, and before he) 
reached his hotel Weston was the central | 
figure in a detail of twenty patrolmen, | 
who had to drive the people away for, 
him by superior strength.

The biggest crowd, so far, of the day 
greeted Weston when he went into Fonda, 
and the walker was cheered every step of 
the way through the vilitage. It was near- 
yy, 6 o'clock when he passed through Fon- 

a, but Weston declined invitations ex- 
tended to him to stop for supper and rest. 
A mile west of Amsterdam Weston paused 
long énough at his car to. exchange the 
battered straw hat he had been wearing 
in the country for a neat white cap, and 
to put a short khaki coat on over his gray 
flannel] shirt. He looked quite dressed up 
then, and Aas the crowds were beginning 
to form he stepped along at a little 
livelier gait, the presence of so many 
cheering people seeming to act as a tonic 
to him. 

An incident of late last night at the 
hotel in Little Falls proved of consider- 
able interest to Weston to-day, but his 
impressions concerning it were unobtain- 
able. When Weston went to bed last 
night he left word that he was not to be 
disturbed by any one On any pretext, and 
his order, which was literally obeyed, ap~ 

ears up to this time to have resulted in 

eeping the old man out of $1,000. Late in 
the evening Dr. Andral Kilmer, a medi- 
cine manufacturer, called at the hotel 
and asked to see Weston. The clerk said 
the old man could not be disturbed. Dr. 
Kilmer told the clerk that forty-three 
eats ago, when Weston started from 

ortland, Me., to walk to Chicago he was 
in Portland, and that he and the Poet 
Longfellow, one on each side, walked out 
of town with Weston. 

Dr. Kilmer said that the courage and 
determination shown by Weston inspired 
him with an ambition which he has al- 
ways considered the real start of his 


‘business life, and now that he is pros- 


perous he wanted to see the old man and 
give him a check for $1,000. The clerk 
refused to allowed Weston to be dis- 
turbed, and Dr. Kilmer, who is on an 
automobile trip, departed. 

One incident of the day which annoyed 
Weston occurred as he was approaching 
Palatine. A male evangelist who had 
doubtless read of the futile efforts of 
Sister. Nellie Taylor of Syracuse to con- 
vert Weston on his night walk, tackled 
the pedestrian this afternoon, and, walk- 
ing by his side for a mile or more, in- 
sisted on showing him the “ error of his 
ways,” and on loading him up _ with 
tracts. Finally Weston relieved himself 
of some words which the evangelist could 
not stand, and he went away from there, 
but he left tracts for the reporters and 
everybody élse who would accept them.

Widow of the Sterry Who Killed His 
Father Makes Insinuations Im Court. 


Mrs. Mildred E. Sterry, widow of George 
E. Sterry, Jr., who is fighting for a quar- 
ter interest in the $750,000 estate of George 
E. Sterry, Sr., whom her husband killed 
on May 19, 1908, following the act with 
his own suicide, filed an answer yester- 
day to the defense interposed by William 
DeWitt Sterry and James W. Sterry, exec- 
utors of the senior Sterry’s will, They al- 
leged in a reply filed last week that young 
Sterry had killed his father to prevent 


him from changing his will. Mrs. ‘Sterry 
charges that if this is true he was urged 
by his brothers to prevent such a 


change. 

“On May 15, 1908,,"" Mrs. Sterry says, 
‘““George E. Sterry, Sr., then a man of 
70 years of age, told his sons that he was 
engaged to Rachel Blaikie. He had for 
several months associated with her. The 
brothers of George E. Sterry, Jr., openly 
and notoriously opposed this marriage. 
* * * And they urged their brother to do 
all in his power to prevent this marriage. 
Prior to this time he had been a dutiful 
husband and an affectionate son. 

‘“‘By reason of the constant urging of 
these defendants to prevent this marriage 
George E. Sterry, Jr., 
his father, and received a reply stating 
in substance that George E. Sterry, Jr., 
would not be impoverished by any im- 
propriety of his father or by reason of his 
admiration for Rachel Blaikie. Their con- 
stant urging caused George E. Sterry, Jr., 
to become moody, morose, and depressed, 
to take to drink and to the use of drugs, 
to become melancholy and even violent, 
and eventually to become insane. He was 
irresponsible for his acts on May 19, 1208. 
This constant urging * * * was done by the 
brothers to prevent the marriage and the 
revocation of the will which they knew 
divided the property equally between 
them, and because they feared he would 
ehange it so as to provide for Rachel 
Blaikie.

Bill Establishing Economic Fund Ad- 
vanced to Final Passage 'n Sen- 


ate Despite Opposition.

ALBANY, April 26.—While it met with 
much opposition and ridicule, the Cobb- 
Ward bill incorporating the ‘‘ Economic 
and General Foundation ’’ to-day was ad- 
vanced to final passage. Who the rich 
man is who wants to give away more 
than half of his $4,000,000 was not 
learned. No one who knows his name 
would reveal it, but a hint was given 
that caused much speculation. 

Artemas Ward, Jr., who introduced the 
Dill in the Assembly, said that he was nc 
at liberty to give the name of the million 
aire who desired to devote his wealth to 
charitable undertakings. 

It was said the unnamed man was a re- 
tired New York merchant, possessing 
about $4,000,000. He has a son, but does 
not care to leave all this property to him. 
It is intended to establish institutions of 
research and charitable agencies. 

Senators Hinman and Brackett found 
much to criticise in the bill, declaring that 
the powers granted to the incorporators 
were too great, no matter how worthy the 
object of foundation may be. 

The persons named as incorporators 
may associate any other persons with 
them with the power of perpetual suc- 
cession. The objeet of the corporation is 
“to receive and maintain a fund or 
funds and to apply the principal and in- 
come thereof to economic, altruistic, ar- 
tistic, scientific, and educational pur- 
poses.” 

“Perhaps it would be possible to work 
in a trip to the Coast for the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight in the name of science,’’ 
* Big Tim ’”’ Sullivan remarked. 

“The bill might allow that,’ Senator 
Brackett replied, ‘‘or Jeffries and the 
colored gentleman might be taken care of 
in carrying out the ‘ artis or educa- 
tional purpose.”’ 

“I have no Interest in the bfll,” Sena- 
tor Cobb said, “‘ but introduced it at the 
request of one of the incorporators, who 
has a client who desires to dispose of two

DIDN'T KNOW THE DUCHESS. 


And the Princess Who Paints Portraits 
Will Apologize to Her. 

The Princess Lwoff Parlaghy, painter 
of portraits, who caused an elevator boy 
to slam the door in the face of the 
Duchess of Manchester at the Plaza when 


the Duchess was about to enter an ele-| 


vator reserved for the exclusive use of 
the Princess and her pet dog, says she 
means to apologise for the apparent dis- 
courtesy in the near future, though 
was all a mistake, and anyway it hap- 
pened three weeks ago. 

“The Princess feels very badly about 
the matter,’ said one of her intimates, 
who spoke for her. ‘‘She intends to 
apologise in the proper way at the proper 
time. It is very likely that when the 
Duchess returns to New York the Princess 
will call on her and explain that it was 
all a case of mistaken identity and that 
no offense was intended. 

‘* You see, the Princess has her dog. of 
which she is very fond, with her. The 
hotel rules prohibit a dog from riding in 
the regular elevators, so at the Princess’s 
request a special elevator was assigned to 
her and her dog. On this particular day, 
when a lady, who now proves to have 
been the Duchess of Manchester, was 
about to enter the car, not knowing it 
was a special elevator, the door was 
closed. But the Princess did not know 
it was the Duchess of Manchester until 
afterward, and the occurrence was almost 
forgotten until THE TIMEs published it. 

‘‘Now tne Princess intended no slight 
to the Duchess, and all this talk about 
her evident intention to snub the Duchess 
4s absurd. She has nothing but the best 
feelings toward the Duchess, and will 
certainly call on her as soon as she re- 
turns to town.”’ 

The spokesman had also something to 
say about the new portraits the Princess 
has recently painted.

The Directors’of the United States Steel 
Corporation after a prolonged meeting 
yesterday afternoon announced an in- 
crease in the dividend on the common 
stock from 4 to 5 per cent., thus fulfill- 
ing predictions which have been made 
in the financial district for several months, 
For the first time in the history of the 
corporation the statement of earnings and 
of the dividend given out after the meet- 
ing was mimeographed instead of being 
printed, as it had been on all previous oc- 
One interpretation put upon this 
was that until the Directors met yester- 
day there was less unanimity than usual 
among them regarding the rate of divi- 
dend which should be fixed, In increas-

The earnings for the quarter amounted 
to $37,616,876, a decrease of about $3,300,- 
Q0OO0 from the previous quarter but an in- 
crease of about $14,700,000 over the earn- 
ings in the March quarter last year. The 
unfilled orders on the books of the com- 
pany at the close of the quarter amount- 
ed to 5,402,514 tons, a decrease of 524,500 
tons from the tonnage of unfilled orders 
at the close of the December quarter, but 
an increase of 1,960,000 tons over the show- 
ing on March 31, 1909. 


Gary Justifies the Increase. 


This statement, made by Chairman Gary 
to the Board of Directors, was made pub. 
lic, along with the quarterly statement 
of earnings: 


To the Board of Directors: The Finance 
Committee recommends to the Board of Di- 
rectors the declaration of a dividend of 14% 
per cent. for the quarter ended April 1. 
During the nine years of tha exist- 
ence of the corporation, ended April 1, 1910, 
the net earnings of all companies over and 
above all interest charges and dividends at 
the rate of 7 per cent. on the preferred stock 
of the corporation, have averaged about 
S\% per cent annum on the common 
stock, while the dividends actually paid on

GOLD EXPORTS CHECKED. 


Bank of England Bid Reduced and 
Shipments No Longer Profitable. 


A total of $4,500,000 was withdrawn from 
the Sub-Treasury yesterday for shipment 
to London to-day on the Campania. This 
included $2,000,000 taken by the National 
City Bank, in addition to the $2,500,000 
engaged on Monday by Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. The Bank of England yesterday re- 
duced its bid for American gold coin from 
76s 6d, to 76s 5d. This difference in price 
is equivalent to 56 points in the rate for 
sterling exchange, and no further gold 


shipments can now be made profitably un- 
til sterling exchange advances a full half 
cent over the rate at which the recent 
shipments were made. 

Demand sterling rose about 20 points 
yesterday, to 4.88, but at this figure it was

COTTON. 

The cotton market was active and lower 
early, then rallied and showed a rather quiet 
amount of business, but a steady tone. The 
opening wes influenced by the reports of bet- 
ter weather at the South and a little disposi- 
tion to consider extreme damage reports ex- 


aggerated. The greatest pressure was on the 
new crop deliveries, which ran down 15 points. 
The May delivery was comparatively steady, 
and at one time was 20 points over July. Tho 
private wires were busy all day with reports 
of the extent of the injury at the South as a 
result of the cold weather, The weekly weather 
and crop bulletin up to Monday night did not 
show as much damage as feared, although it 
is evident that there were frosts in every Stata, 
and that in some cases thea frosts were killing. 
A considerable amount of damage was done 
to tender vegetation, There secms to be a gen- 
eral bellef that the damage to cotton extends 
over a very wide area, as there was evidently 
some damage in every State, but there also 
seems to be quite a little difference of opinion 
as to the amount of serious damage, and the 
actual amount of replanting which may be 
necessary. Seed is very scarce, which brings 
in a serious complication, The local stock 
gained 9,000 bales in certifitated and 16,000 
bales in warehouse. The total warehouse is 
20,000 bales and the certificated 170,000 bales. 
The Inspection Department is working with 
great rapidity, and further large increases in 
stock are expected. Friday will be the first 
tender day, and it is anticipated that the ten- 
ders of May will be very heavy and will con- 
tinue during May until the shorts are all filled.

COTTON CLOSES LOWER. 


Replanting Expected to Offset Estl- 
mates of Recent Crop Damage. 


The cotton market declined yesterday in 
the face of the reports that half of the 
cotton so far planted has been destroyed 
by the freezing weather. which visited 
several of the cotton States. The view 


that traders took of the decline was that 
the damage reports were probably exag- 
gerated, but that even if they were not 
there was yet time to replant the damaged 
areas. Prices, moreover, had previously 
been advanced on similar damage reports, 
and the realizing sales which occurred 
yesterday were sufficient. to keep the 
prices of most of the options under Tues- 
ny prices throughout yesterday’s ses- 
sion. 

The principal activity was in the new 
crop options, but all were under selling 
pressure through most of the day, al- 
though in the early afternoon a rally 
occurred on reported scarcity of seed for 
replanting. 

In the final count the various options 
showed net declines for the day of from 
10 to 24 points. May closed at 14.77, 
against 14.87 on Monday; August, at 13.88, 
against 14.12, and October, at 13.68, com- 
rared with 12.92. The close in all the OD- 
— represented the low figures of the 
jay. 

Some of the facts upon which are based 
the views which were reflected in the 
course of the cotton market yesterday 
were summarized by Walter Mohler, cot- 
ton expert of S. B. Chapin & Co. 

‘““T think the acreage in Texas,’ he 
‘“‘will be about 10,000,000, and the 
farmers of that State are planting for a 
5,000, bale crop. The total cotton acre- 
age, I think, will be from 838,000,000 to 34,- 
0V0,000 acres, which will be the largest 
on record. Not more than 40 per cent. at 
most is planted so far, and not 80 per 
cent. of this is up. What is planted lies 
below the middle of the belt, and I doubt 
very much if the roots were killed to any 
extent by the recent cold weather. I do 
not believe that'so much replanting will 
be necessary as the Commissioners of 
Georgia and Alabama have stated. The 
tendency is always to exaggerate crop 
damage, I believe that the worst effect 





of the recent cold weather will be to re- 


tard the good and early start which the 


‘cotton crop was getting. There will be 


lots of time until the end of May to re- 


plant if seed can be had. It is too early 
‘to get excited and kill the crop. There is 
plenty of time yet to get a good start.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Crop Damage and the Railroads. 


Declining prices on the Cotton Exchange 
and in the grain markets early in the 
day went a long way toward restoring 
the confidence of the financial community 
in the ultimate crop outcome. As a rule 
railroad securities were little affected by 
the estimates of traffic losses involved in 
the unpropitious weather conditions in 
many parts of the country, but the shares 
of some of the Southern Railroads were 
exceptions. Fruit and cotton formed the 
bulk of the traffic in agricultural products 
of these roads and naturally, therefore, 
the heavy loss inflicted upon cotton and 
the damage to fruit were, with them, se- 
rious matters. Officials of the Southern 
railroads expressed confidence in the abil- 
ity of the farmers to recoup much of the 
loss through replanting, particularly of 
cotton, but admitted that the postpone- 
ment cf the harvest would carry the plant 
over into a season when it might suffer 
from early and severe frosts.

Position of Southern Industrials. 

To a number of the big Southern indus- 
trials, particularly those using cotton- 
seed in one form or another, the possi- 
bility of a reduced cotton crop is as much 
a matter of moment as it fs to the rail- 
roads. Cottonseed prices have been dl- 
rectly affected by the damage reports,: 
quotations rising to $100 and $150 a ton. 
The American Cotton Oil Company, at its 
last dividend meeting, established a rate 
of 5 per cent, on the common shares, and 
with the next meeting for dividend pur- 
poses drawing near, the ability of the 
company to maintain this rate in view of 
the ‘new conditions was much discussed. 
As it happens, the problem is not so diffi- 
cult as it might be were it not for the 
fact that the Cotton Oil Company does a 
very large business in other lines.

Justification in Miseonduct. 


Mr. Cook pressed him to say if he knew 
of any excuse that could be urged in favor 
of a clergyman who had voluntarily 
nounced his orders and had appeared be- 
fore the world as a married man under an 
assumed name when his real wife was 
living away from him.

Virs. Moss’s Gems Found by a 
Grandson Several Months 
After Her Death. 








HER PENCHANT FOR BUYING 





Fully 4,000 Unopened Packages of Dry 
Goods Were Stored in Her 
Home. 





How $50,000 worth of jewelry which had 
(been hidden in the hollow base of an old 
pedestal was accidentally discovered two 
months ago by Beverly Kator, grandson 
of Mrs. Theodore Octavia Moss, the ec- 
centric widow of the veteran’ theatrical 
manager, who died last January in the 
old-fashioned brownstone house at 543 
Madison Avenue, was told yesterday by 
Mr. Kator and corroborated by Mrs. 
Moss's son, Royal E. Moss. 

The finding of the jewelry ended a 
search which had been kept up by mem- 
bers of the Moss family since the moth- 
er’'s death, for during her lifetime it was 
well known that she possessed many val- 
uable dlamonds and other precious stones, 
and on her death all trace of them had 
vanished. 

The gems were sold early this month 
at an administrator’s sale to close the 
estate and brought $20,000. The other ef- 
fects are now being sold at public auction 
at the Madison Avenue house, and the 
sale reveals a remarkable bent of Mrs. 
Moss’s mind. For the last twenty years 
of her life it was her idiosyncrasy to pur- 
chase large quantities of dry goods and 
articles of merchandise and store them 
in @ room on the top floor of her home. 


i Few of the bundles were ever unwrapped, 


and even the members of the family were 
astounded when the room was unlocked 
and the contents revealed. 

It is said that in the last twenty years 


| of her life Mrs. Moss spent $600,000 at one 
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Avenue store. Her bill there, 
averaged $40,000 a year 
She bought thousands of dollars’ 
of costly embroideries, spangled 
wraps, millinery trimmings, walk- 
kimonos, scarfs, 
textiles, 
§ satins, and linen. Her son, Royal 
E. Moss, and her two grandsons, Beverly 
and Randall Kator, who lived with her 
of their own mother, de- 
cided to get rid of the big collection by 
public auction. 

A search of the upper floor and library 
of the house revealed fully 4,000 pack- 
ages, the most of which had remained un- 
opened and in the same condition as when 
Moss purchased them. The goods 
collected on the main floor of the 

Persistent search, however, failed 
to reveal any trace of the large collection 
of jewelry which it was well known Mrs. 
had long possessed. 
Moss was the owner of Wallack’s 
and other property. His widow 
ucceeded to the property and was inter- 
ested in many charities. She always had 

for the Charity Ball and ather 
ient affairs, and the elegance and 
costiiness of her gowns and jewels were 
frequentiy commented upon.
